It is only fifty-two years since the First Hague Conference. In this century men have come to 
realize that war anywhere affects people everywhere; and fear of war has led nations to seek security 
in collective action and international co-operation. 


But the First Hague Conference did not halt the armament race, and the nations proceeded 
to war in 1914. The League of Nations did not stop the invasion of Manchuria and of Ethiopia, or 
the Second World War. The United Nations did not prevent the invasion of South Korea in June

many of them unprecedented. The term 1948-49 saw the 
successful undertaking of the production Romeo and 
Juliet. The Professors stole the University Symphony 
show with their interpretation of the Toy Symphony. 
The Mock Parliament was dissolved indefinitely, and 
thal glorious college sport, football, made its exit on 
this campus for a time. 


“Kidnappings” were the favorite pastime in 1940- 
50 with the Artsmen and Engineers leading the way. 
Alice In Wonderland was featured by the Drama 
Society. Gateway headlines told of the stealing of the 


the campus until that happy day when it was buried 
by the Ags and “Parson Klufas” with apropriate pomp 
and solemnity. 

However, all activities were overshadowed by the 
official opening of our prized Students’ Union Building 
marking the end of a long period of wishful thinking. 
planning and exhaustive effort on the part of both 
students and faculty. It was a soal which we are justly 
proud to have achieved and the beginning of what we 
hope will be an era of constructive progress. 

This past year was first highlighted by the opening 
of the Rutherford Memorial Library. a vast and welcome 
change from the crowded regions of the Arts Building. 
In the social sphere the scene has been a bright one. The 
field of athletics has inspired more than the usual inter- 
est. Internationally we have broadened on the campus 
by the goodwill tour of Austrian Students. Parents’ 
Weekend has marked the largest and most strenuous 
public relations undertaking of the Students’ Union. 

For some years now the students of this campus 
have heen particularly fortunate in having a succession 
of able and erergelic student leaders. Our president, 
Peter Lougheed. has heen no exception, and his capable 
leadershin will be difficult to surpass. 

With deep regret the Class of 52 has mourned the 
loss of several of its promising students. Yet they, too, 
will continue to live in our memories. 

Students in future years will face problems similar 
to ours—whether or not to abolish the class system in 
favor of a faculty division: how to arouse interest in the 
general budget mectings: how to polish up the Gold 
Key. The reappearance of football on the campus and 
the progress of “Stage Two™ will form a plank in many 
an election platform yel. But these will be subjects for 
future historians. 

Our Varsity career has witnessed changes of greal 
import—changes in building construction, changes in 
curriculum and social events. changes in faculty and 
administration. But the greatest change of all is in us, 
the students. We have completed the requirements for 
a University degree. We are leaving a life which was 
intended not only to prepare us for a means of making 
a living but also to prepare us to live with others. We 
are no longer the men and women of tomorrow. We are 
now the men and women of today. May our future years 
be successful and happy ones.

ance, love, ambition and, yes, humility. 


Above all let us hope we have learned to think 
for ourselves.

DR. NEWTON UNVEILS THE MURAL 


On May 15th the new Rutherford Library was officially opened, and 1951 Summer School students 
were the first to enjoy its new services. The Library contains 150,000 volumes, but has accommodation for future 


growth up to 300,000 volumes. 


This handsome four-storey building provides service for all the schools and faculties of the University. 
The Faculty of Education has also its own departmental library in the Education Building. The Applied 
Sciences Reading Room for the Faculties of Engineering and Agriculture, seating 130 readers, is on the ground 
floor. The Medical Reading Room, seating 80, the Law Library, seating 126; and the Reserve Reading Room 


with accommodation for 100 are on the first floor. 


On the second floor is a large Delivery Hall containing the main circulation desk, and the main card 
catalogue. Opening from the Delivery Hall is the Main Reading Room seating 265 readers. Above the door- 
way is the handsome mural painted by Professor H. G. Glyde of the Fine Arts Department which depicts 


scenes and incidents in the history of the province. 


The Library also contains a newspaper and periodical reading room, a projection room for the showing 
of films and slides, a small art gallery and museum of Western Indian relics, and a music listening room 


where concerts of recordings are given during the late afternoon.

Activities of the Department of Education include: development, operation or super- 


vision of: 


SCHOOL DIVISIONS: Large school divisions 
have been organized for efficiency of operation, 
to provide pupils with better facilities and to 
promote uniformity of opportunity for all. To 
each is appointed a superintendent to assist and 
advise trustees and teachers. 


TEACHER TRAINING: Teachers are trained at 
the University of Alberta. A Board of Teacher 
Education and Certification advises the Univer- 
sity and the Minister. Teacher qualifications 
have been substantially raised in recent years. 
To assist school boards in the establishment 
of a Teacher Retirement Fund substantial con- 
tributions are made amounting in 1950-51 to 
$550,000. 


AUDIO-VISUAL AIDS: This branch of the De- 
partment has built up a large library of sound 
films, silent films, filmstrips and slides available 
for classroom use, free. These cover a variety 
of topics in the Alberta School Curriculum, Cir- 
culation last school year exceeded 32,000 items, 
chiefly films. 


CORRESPONDENCE SCHOOL BRANCH: This 
branch takes education to children in remote 
areas and those physically unable to attend 
regular schools. It also serves schools without 
teachers, and adults seeking self-improvement. 
Courses include full academic subjects, business 
law, bookkeeping and shorthand.
